THE SITUATION IN FLORIDA. 


Our special correspondent in Talla- 
hassee telegraphs that the democrats 
ha ve announced that they are ready 
to proceed with the counts of the re- 
turns. This does not seem to meet the 
wishes of the radical members of the 
canvassing board, who desire to post- 
pone the count to the utmost limits of 
the time prescribed by law. 

Our correspondent thinks that this 
desire to defer the canvass of the re- 
turnsisasign that the radicals are 
weakering, and we are inclined to 
agree with him, for it would be 
strange indeed, if the republicans are 
as certain of success as they claim to be, 
that they should desire to delay the 
announcement of the result. On the 
other hend it may be that, conscious of 
having a minority of the votes re- 
turned, they are endeavoring to delay 
matters until they can perfect some 
new scheme. Inthe meantime, we are 
confident that in their efforts to swin- 
die the democrats out of the fruits ot 
victory, they will be met and check- 
mated by ex-Governor Brown. Flori- 
da has become the centre of inter- 
est and the indications are that 
the democrats will compel a fair count.

NEGRO LAWLESSN EBA. 


Iwo White Men Murdered—dLawton- 
ville, S C., in a State of Terror 

CHARLESTON, November 17.—A spe- 
cial dispatch to the News and Courier, 
received at 2:30 p. m., says that a col- 
ored democrat was severely beaten by 
radical negroes in Lawtonville, in the 
upper part of Beapfort county. The 
trial justice issued warrants for the ar- 
rest of the offenders, and five were ar- 
rested by the constable and posse. 
These, on returning with tre prisoners 
last night, were attacked by a body of 
armed n and two of the white 
constables were killed and the prison- 
ers rescued. The sheriff of the count 
is now on the way to Lawtonville. Tel- 
grams from Barnwell state that the ne- 
groes, 2,000 in number and armed, are 
at Stafford Cross Roads, near Lawton- 
ville, swearing vengeance on every 
white man in the county.

New Orveans, November 17.— The 
democratic committee have received vera 
hundred affidavits from negroes and some from 
republican officials in Ouachita and other bull 
dozed parishes, showing a peaceable and quiet 
election; also the intimidation of negroes who 
desired to vote the democratic ticket but did not 
do so for fear of violence from republicans of 
their own color.

English jealousy and English suspicion 
is thoroughly aroused. Any overt act 
on the part of Ru sia in the direction 
ot her suspected ainis would deepen 
this suspicion into active hestility, aud 
not only leave the government free tu 
act against Russia, but in certain con- 
tin ies will compell them to to act. 
he Times to-day in its financial col- 
umn says that among the rumors cur- 
rent at the stock le 
was one to the cffect that Lord Derby 
had withcrawn from negotiation on 
the Russian question, an? that the 
cabinet had ore the 
vscupation of Cyu:t .ntindple. 
by British forces, so that there 
could be no conference, but immediate 
war. This rumor is probablv the 
foundation of the following statement, 
which the Financier makes editorially | 
to-day: 
„We can state, not officiallv, but verv 
confidentially,the course the B-itish cab- 
inet have resolved upon if Russia in- 
vades Turkey. In such case, a British 
army cor will immediate! occupy 
Constantinople and defend it against 
all attacks. It is calculated that not 
more than 25,000 officers are needed, 
aad British engineer troops are already 
making a survey for a thorough defense 
of the Turkish capitol.” 
The latter statement probably grows 
out of a Reuter telegram from Constan- 
tinople on the 14th inst., stating that 
government officers of the corps of 
royal engineers had arrived at Con- 
stantinople. 
The Financier says: Engiand’s ob- 
ject is not to participate in a war be- 
tween Turkey and Russia, who may 
fight out their quarrel, whether in Asia 
or in Kurope, but to protect Constanti- 
pople and the Dardanelles from seizure 
by Russia. England would simply 
hold Constantinople in pledge tempo- 
ririly on behalf of the other powere, 
and the world at large.
